A BILL

To alter and establish certain post roads.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives
of the United States of JAmerica in Congress assembled, That
the following post roads be, and the same are hereby, discon-
tinued, that is to say:

From Concord, in Rockingham county, by Salisbury, An-
dover, New Chester, Bridgewater, and Plymouth; thence by
New Holderness, New Hampton, Sanbornton and Salisbury. to
Concord; and

From Farmington to Middleton, in New Hampshire. .

From Carver to Wareham.

From Northampton, by Southampton, to Springfield, and.

From Weymouth, by Abingdon, Bridgewater, Raynham,
Taunton, Dighton, and Somerset, to Swanzey, in Massachusetts.

From Morgantown, by Crab Orchard, to Kingwood, in

Yirginia.
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From Clinton, in Tennessee, to Pulaski, in Kentucky.

From Washington to Cincinnati; and

From Laﬂcaster to Washington, in Ohio.
